WHEAT WITHOUT IRRIGATION. 


DanOe Qullle'a Theory nod Experiment* 


EDITOB JOUSNAL :—An item headed "An 


Experiment in Wheat Growing," published 
in one of oor Virginia Cily paper* and 
credited to the Jntranii,, met my eye a day 
or two ago aud considerably interested m- . 
By said paragraph I loam tbat Mr. H. P. 
Brown, 
of the 
Nevada 
Experimental 


Station, baa an acre of grcuod plucte.l to 
several varieties of wheat with a view to 
observing which will beat succeed without 
Irrigation. 
About four yeura ago it oc- 


curred to me that by repented planting*, 
withoat irrigation during growth, wheat 
might be at !»sl brought to develop the 
power of reainting oar 
usual Summer 


drongths. 
A few volunteer htads of wheat 


of good bize which grew nn4 cnmo to 
maturity iu my door jard without any 
other moisture than tbat which naturally 
fell from the clouds suggested the making 
of an esptricuenton asmi!! scalo. 


I gathered the hrada and the nt-xt Spring 


—1888—rubbed out the grain and planted 
it in dtillil. Although it wag late wneo the 
planting was done the crop grew, acd 
though the btnlks were only from a foot to 
six'.een laches in height, all produced heads 
the grain in which expanded. This grain 
I pluott-d the nut Spring. 
All know that 


the Summer of 1889 was terribly dry. The 
planting was doua after all the snow was 
gone and for a time my crop seemed on the 
point of drviog. The plants were yellow 
and weak, but at the proper season they 
seemed to re'jl'za that something mast be 
done to perpetuate their kind and pushed 
up stalks which produced small heads. 
The stalks were only from six inches to a 
foot in bight. 
I let them stand until in 


October, when I harvested my crop by 
pulling it up by the roots. With the point 
of a pick I made drills where the stalks 
just pulled up had stood, then tnbbed out 
the grain, allowing it to fall into the 
trenches just prepared. All within the 
hoar I harvested my crop, threshed it and 
«n I retarded the grain to the soil. 


The grain (has planted was a good deal 


shriveled, but it still hud about it a look of 
vitality. Before it came up the ground 
wag covered with snow. In the Spring 
when the snow disappeared green plants 
outlined all my drills. These plants grew 
well, producing stalks from two to three 
feet high. These experiments were made 
on ground filled in to a depth of six or 
eight feet and held up by a bulkhead, 
therefor* was probably drier than 
the 


natural surface in a field. 


In 1891 I did not plant ths wheat as I 


Q-\d moved to a place where I had no 
ground at my command. I still have the 
wheat and »m of the opinion that it is 
pretty well iaured to the exigencies of the 
sit'iation—that it is about broken in to 
getting alocg without any other moisture 
than that which naturally falls from the 
heaven? or c»n be drnwn from the atmos- 
phere. 
My wheat is about three years in 


advance of that of Mr. Brown on the road 
which bis must travel, and I nm of the 
opinion tLat it saw its very war t d n«Rle 
the year that it was obligeJ to Lead out 
when at a height o' 
only about eight 


inobes~shootiug op heada from ita very 
'•stools" in order 10 perpetuaf* ita kind, 


I am sorry I diJ not sooner know that 


Mr. Brown contemplated mnkibg tin ex- 
periment of the kind mentioned, as I 
woulJ very much like to soe my wheat 
moving forw.ud along the road on which I 
hove started it. I bavd several times in 
the last yeir thought of writing to the 
Station and offering my wheat, bat always 
neglected doing eo. 
However, if too late 


for thi* saasoD, it viill do for next Full. In 
the F,»ll is ibc time to bow wh«nt thftt is to 
figlt i's way witLo .t artificial irrigation, 
If it is to live upon air it should be so far 
favored as to be permitted to obtain a good 
strong hold iu the eirth.

THE DEBATE ON SILVER. 


The debate on the free coinage bill now 


before the House of Representatives con- 
tinues and may be extended another day. 
The arguments advanced in favor of the 
measure aro forcible and logical, while 
those made against it so far as reported, 
fail to carry conviction. It is only a few 
yeara since the money kings demonetized 
gold because they feared as the anti-silver 
men do now, that to make it a Icgul tender 
wonld make money more plrntifnl. 
No 


nation tbat ever existed bad too much gold 
aud silvtr money, and no facts are given 
upon which to base the assertion that all 
the silver io Europe would be s>.-ct to the 
United States Mints in the event of free 
coinage. European silver is nearly all iu 
coin, and that coin bad greater value pro- 
portionately than it wonld hove in Ameri- 
can coin, as 15% grains of silver equal 
one of gold in the Latin Union, while here 
it takes within a fraction of 16 grains of 
silver to equal one of gold. 


There is not a reason advanced against 


free coinage, except that prompted by the 
mi»er or usurer, that it wonld reduce the 
value of money by making it plentier.

A REMARKABLE CAPTURE ON PINE 


RIVER IN MICHIGAN. 


Mr*. John Towle, of Stronirville, Biu Had 


*> Ueally TbrHUng Kxperieiire lo Her 
Life—This Story Show* That She Not 
Only Ha* Nerve but Strength. 
One of the best known characters to 


the lumbermen end sportsmen of upper 
Michigan is Mrs. John Towle, of Strong- 
vine, a small deserted village on the 
Pine river, twelve miles below Rudyard, 
a station on the Soo railway thirty miles 
from here. Her home and name have 
become famous to the woodsmen and 
lumbermen on account of Mrs. Towle 
keeping a boarding house, where the 
woodsmen engaged on the drive in the 
spring have always stopped for their 
meals, it being the only house on Pine 
river for a distance of ton miles on each 
aide of Strongville. 


Mrs, Towle came to this coxxntry from 


Aalborg, Denmark, twenty years ago 
and first settled down in Newport, Vt. 
She was called to attend her present 
husband, who was confined with a 
broken shoulder, after the doctors had 
given him up. She mended him in such 
good shape that Mr. Towle decided that 
s>he was the woman of his destiny, where- 
upon they were married and started for 
the wild upper peninsula of Michigan to 
make their home and fortune. Taking 
a homestead near the banks of the Pine 
river, Mra. Towle has occasion to come 
to this city once about every two irfonths 
with the produce of the farm and dairy, 
[n the winter she can drive in, but in 
the summer there is no other way but to 
take a boat and row up the Pine river 
twelve miles to Rudyard station, where 
she can take the train for this point. 


It is with one of those trips that this 


narrative has to deal. Mrs. Towle had 
left home with a boatload of produce as 
usual, and came to town with good suc- 
cess. On her return trip she was leisure- 
ly rowing home down the Pine river, 
with its high and very thickly wooded 
banks in some places, and sloping, moss 
covered banks in others. She had not 
gone far when she heard a rustling 
sound above her. 


"OUT OP THE FRYING PAJl," ETC. 


On looking up she perceived a large 


cleer standing on the edge of the preci- 
pice about fifty feet up, screaming, with 
a wolf hanging on its front quarter. The 
deer immediately jumped for the river, 
landing close to the shore, but the wolf 
still held its grip. It might be noted 
here that deer when attacked by wolves 
in this country will always make for the 
nearest river, as wolves will not go into 
the water unless they have a hold on 
their prey. The deer had no sooner left 
the ground to jump when, two more 
wolves jumped down after him, followed 
by ten more. One of the wolves man- 
aged to secure a grip on the deer's hind 
quarters and took a chunk out the size 
•>f a paucer. 


The deer, no-,v thoroughly frightened 


,md excited, on seeing Mrs. Towle in 
the boat started for the boat. The water 
not being very high it managed to get 
its fore feet into the craft, with the two 
wolvos still hanging on.
